26.— Tiio IlcraUrs 
Wrtshiiigtoii .spffitil .stiy.s: Tho recent 
intcrl'orenci! by the presiiltMit witli the 
coudiict ami progress uf the liehriiig 
Sea negotiations lia.s liceu circiilalecl 
conlidenlially for several weeks. Its 
ptibliciition now, after the interposi- 
tion of the president had eeased, and 
the nii-scliief threatened l)y it had pa.s.s- 
ed away, is regartled in .some qtiarter.s 
as a counter attaclc on Mr. 151aine for 
his allej;etl tarilV heresy. The following 
is a plain statement of the facts of the 
Behring Sea episode, obtained from an 
authoritative source. The oral dl.sctis- 
.sion of the Behring Sea question began 
b'etween Secretary Blaine jiml ISIinister 
Pauneefote last January. The negoti- 
ations" proceeded without obstruction, 
and not until tlie nlenipotentiaries 
cuinc together to settle tlte principal 
details or agreed international regula- 
tions, did it appear that the United 
States contemplated a tjlo.se sea.sou in 
Behring Sou covering the whole jieriod 
of six months or more during which 
seals were moving in and out of the 
sea, and were reposing at rookeries. 
Great Briltiin propo.sed simply siieh an 
arrangement as would reasonalily 
guard against an excessive catch of 
tomale seals, by which the perpetuity 
of the lierd would be endangered, in 
lieu of ilie single and continuous close 
season eoveriug the wliolo time of the 
yearly {iresence of the seal in Behring 
sea. which was the project of the United 
States. Tho British proposal was for 
two short periods of close season, one 
during inward and another during out- 
ward movement of seals, supplemented 
by a i)road belt of isolation aroiinil 
the rookeries, which no sealing 
vessel was to penetrate The real trou- 
ble liiy iu tho statements and opinions 
of experts, upon which both negotia- 
tions necessarily had to rely to settle 
tlic defects and coullicts "of this so- 
called evidence, and produce a stitisfac- 
tory basis for a contention. A proposal 
was moved from the British side to as- 
semble joint technical conimi.ssion to 
report what was actually necessary to 
get the matter well s'ettled. After a 
very careful consideration of the pro- 
posal, i\lr. Bhiino gave his adhesion to 
it. At this point the now les.soes of tlie 
Alaskan seal islands intervened. Tiiey 
were not willing to put at issue in any 
manner the question whether tiiere 
should Ijc any marine sealing in Behr- 
ing se;i, however restricteil. To make 
a long story short, tliey prevailed, but 
not at the State department. The 
.control of the negotiiitions was taken 
from Mr. Blaine, and he was only i)er- 
mitted as an organ of the Government 
to reject the modus vivendi proposed 
by tlie British (jovernmoiit to ctirry the 
l)artii!s safely tlivough the .setiling' sea- 
.soii, then clo.se at hand, and leiiorL 
what lie could Ictirii or guess of tln^ 
probtible tiction or disposition of Lord 
.Salislniry. Tho projecl of a technical 
coniinissiou was (Iropiicd clean out of i programme of 
sight: revciitic cnttcis were ordered to i pupils 
Behring sea, there to enforce in dis- ' 
pitted waters the full vigor of ti law 
passed witii a view to waleis not in tlis- 
jiute, and tlio extension of whicii law to 
waters in dispute Congress iiad slirunk 
from as lately as 1889, when the 
(|iic.stioii of such an extension was 
scpiarely resented by a bill which wont 
ink) conference antl became law. 

ItKiiiire.r.'i at the (roa-<!U!'y department 
were .informed that sailing orders to 
cutters meant all they said; that no 
secret or siiplcincntary orders would 
issue in hivor of British vessids, and 
that any such ve.s.sels scaling in Hchriiig 
sea would be .seized, relieved of its laiU 
ing and papers, and bi; di.smantleil. Mr. 
Blaine knew thai the origiinil (lueslioii 
iit i.ssiie had In'oadeiicd into a larger 
one of the exercise of the right of searcli 
iu tlie tiini^ of pt^ace ujion what, with 
coiisidcralib^ force of argument ami 
weight of aiitliorily, was claimed to be 
part of the liigli .seas, and without the 
consent of a friendly jjower, whose ves- 
sels were to bo subjected to an indignity 
wliich the United States had once gone 
to war to resent. Ho knew, and the 
new conductors of the: negotiations 
know this, but they scouted tiie idcn

San Fkancisco, June 20.— Edward 
C'oogaii, moulder's apprentice who 
was nmiJloyed in the Vulcan Iron 
Works, was shot and almost instantly 
killed about «):4,') o'clock this morning 
by Jus. W^. Kerr, ot the linn of Steiger 
& Kerr, proprietors of the Occidental 
foundry. The shooting was tho out- 
growth o£ an assault made on C. J". 
ClaiiSBD, a non-union moulder. Clausen 
and Kerr wore assaulted by the crowd 
of strikers and when they wore being 
worsted Korr drew his revolver antl 
Sred one shot. The bullet struck young 
Coogan and ho died on the way io tlio 
receiving hospital. It is said by .soin ; 
wiatCoogaa was on the ii]Ji)osile .sidi^ of 
the street at tho time he was shot, and 
that he was not in the assaulting party.

These Germans and 
Czechs of Bohemia cannot tolerate 
each other, though they are not only 
intermixecl but Know tliat, whatever 
happens, they must remain intermixed 
to the end of time. 

The Sjjaniards and Portuguese are 
lodged side by side in tho same peniu- 
stUa, under circumstances which would 
make fusion enormously advantageous 
to both, Spain gaining lier natural cap- 
ital and trading river, and Portugal 
gaining the force to keep and to utilize 
her colonies. Yet tho keenest observers 
report that fusion is impossible, because 
Spaniards despise Portuguese and Por- 
tuguese at once dread and detest Span- 
iards. The Germans and Slavs iu tho 
east of Europe can hardly be compelled 
to keep the peace of Europe, while the 
German loatliing for a Dane is as in- 
tense, and, wo may add, as unintelli- 
gible, as tho loatlnng or a Dutchman 
for tlio Germans. Tho Italians and tho 
French, tliougli their frontiers toucli, 
despise each other heartily, and wlion, 
as in Jlar.seilles, they arc forced into 
industrial competition, they can hardly 
keep from blows. 

The Slavs and the Greeks, living in 
the saniie i;Turkish: > provinces, though 
they have the bond or a common servi- 
tude, confess to a repulsion they can- 
not concjiu?!'; and the Poles and tlio 
Germans of Pru.ssia, subjects of the 
same crown and invested with the 
same rights, regard one another, age 
after age, with the same angry sus- 
picion, -'.If ; the distaste were dying 
away, we"'m5gh't say, as so many say 
about Ireland, that it was produced by 
historic causes only, but wo see no evi- 
dence that it is dying away. i 

On the contrary, it appears to deepen 
as the superincumbent pressure be- 
comes less, until, in a free and en- 
lightened city like Berlin, there is a 
positive danger lest, if authority were 
paralyzed for a few days, the "edu- 
cated" German., f population, J.^ould 
spring at the throats of all Hebrews 
and bid all Poles depart. And all this 
while the ditl'erenco between the races 
is often less than the ditl'orenco be- 
tween tho families or individuals of 
the same race, and is manifested in ac- 
tion mainly as a difference in tempera- 
ment and ideals. — ^ndon Spectator. 

Klcctrlcal K«l8. 

Thesi creatures are well known as 
among the curiosities of tlio streams of 
tropical Soutli America. A more par- 
ticular account of them, by an Eng- 
lish naturalist who had much experi- 
ence of llieir nature and habits, will 
be of iiiteri.'st. 

They are of all sizes, from a foot to 
six feet in length, and are frequently 
caught on lines which arc set for other 
fishes. They are sometimes eaten, but 
not often, though their flesh is said to 
be good. 

Hoi-ses as well as men, on coming in 
contact with them in the water, are 
not unfrequeutly thrown down by tlie 
rshock V Tney aro caU tho inhab- 
itants Vtrcmo tremc" In rainy weath- 
er those who fish in these rivei-s often 
receive a shock, which is communi- 
cated along the moisture upon tho rod 
and line, wlien one of them happens 
to seize tlio liook. 

I saw one iu a state of captivity. It 
was about six feet long, and was so 
tame tiiat it would allow any one to 
put his hand upon it, and would even 
slide for its whole length through the 
fingers. If it was irritated in the 
smallest de^ifree, however, by no mat- 
ter how slight n pinch, it instantly 
communicated a smart shock. —Youth's 
'Companion.

MAKING VENEERS. 



An InventJoii Which VfUl Add to the 
Beaatjr of Plain 'Wciodn fur Fancy Work. 

For a long time manufacturers of 
veneers have oeen trying to secure a 
fancy grain from straight grained 
wood. Of course, tho more wavy and 
intricate the Hue of the grain is, the 
more valuable is the veucer. A meth- 
od has at.lastljeen secured of produc- 
ing fancy veneers from plain wood. 

To understand the ne^^ process one 
must first know what the old one wns. 
It was simple enough. A log seven feet 
long or less and of almost any diame- 
ter above seven inches had its bark 
chipped off and was then stoamed 
over night in a tank made for the pur- 
pose In the morning it was ready to 
be fastened into the big lathe, and a 
knife blade as long as tho longest log 
used — seven feet— was kept pressed 
against the >vbqd so as to cut off 
a shaving or ribbon about one- 
thirtielli of an inch thick as the 
log revolved toward it. Two men 
rolled ui) the I'ibbon and can-ied 
it away as it was turned out. Of 
course the knife had to be set parallel 
with the axis of the log or the wood 
would not all bo cut up, and so, if the 
yrain of the wood were straight, the 
the ribbon could not have a variegated 
aiiiiearaiice, even had the long, straight 
knife cut the grain at an angle. 

Tlie inventor of the new process no- 
ticed that the growtli of no two dill'er- 
ent years iu a tree had exactly the 
same color and grain, even when tlie 
log was perfectly straight grained. So 
if a knife Avere made that would strip 
off a ribbon that dipped in and out 
tlirougli tho growth of .say two 
year.s, tho ribbon would have two 
kinds of grain. To get tho ribbon 
the inventor made a luiifo with a 
wavy edge. The waves were a quar- 
ter of an inch high. However, 
this did not produce a sullicient 
variety in the grain of the ribbon to 
suit tne inventor, and he added to it 
by giving tho knife' an oscillating 
movenient in the . direction of the 
length of tlie log by a cam of a half 
inch stroke. Now, if tho log revolved 
against the knife a ribbon was cut 
which contained waves that zigzagged 
up and down and exposed a grain not 
only variegated in color by tho vary- 
ing depths to which theknifo had cut, 
but wuioh was at the same time very 
wavy, if not cnrly, in appearance. 
The variegations in the color even of 
a plain black walnut log were remark- 
able and beautiful. 

There was one objection to this re- 
maining, and that was that it did not 
iio down flat on the surface to which 
it was glued. This , was remedied, 
however, by stacking up the ribbon in 
a hydratilic prcsfi that squeezed it with 
a pressure of forty tons to the square 
inch. It came out of that press flat. 

At present three kinds of knives are 
used in these machines. There .is no 
telling what new forms of knives will 
be invented. The machine itself is but 
little more expensive than tho old 
style, but a knife costs seyei-al times 
as much. Besides; when & knife gets 
dull a mnn has to labor over it for a 
month with emery wheels to get it in 
order again. 

When a reporter was looking at one 
of ttie niacliincs in East Ei^dith street 
the other day it was cutting a plain 
log. The superintendent of uie works 
said that the product would bring 
$22.50 per 1,000 square feet, .igainst $5 
per 1,000 were a straight knife used, 
riie corrugated knife, as it is called, 
will improve the appearance of a grain 
tliat is naturally variegated to some 
extent, but when tho grain is found 
that is just right nothing is so good as 
the qldiashioned sti-aigfat edged blade. 
— NewiYork Times.

Ottawa, Jono 10.— Tho smoko of the 
political battle fought in the Province of 
Quebec 2j;nreeks ago has not yet cleared 
away/ bv(t sufficient returns have been 
received to show that Hon. Mr.Mcrcier, 
who seems to have everything his own 
vrav. li:is boon returned l)y a large ma- 
jority, so much predicted in my last 
letter. That the returns, however, 
!<houI(l liavc been .so large very few an- 
ticipated. The success ot Mr. Mowat, 
in Ontario, many supposed assisted the 
Quebec Premier in replacing him in 
])ower. His towor of strength was not 
in this quarter, although it wan no 
doubt well arranged tUii-t tlie Ontario 
elections should come oft' first and the 
Quebec elections follow, so that tlio 
Piqual llightcrs in the former and tlie 
Oi'angiste fanatics in the latter might 
be tauglit a lesson. Had it been other- 
wise much of the political literature 
used by the Liberals or uationiUists in 
Quebec would Kare beoH poiired ' into 
Ontario to the detriment of the Liberal 
party there. The church yiras the real 
instrument which won for Mercior his 
signal victory. 

■WHAT TIME BRINGS. 
The whirlogig of time brings about 
many changes. It was but a few years 
«go since'Mrnen Liberals in tho Province 
or Quebec were denounced from Rome. 
In fact to be siiel: was almost a crime. 
The plucky ligiit of such men as 
Wilfred Lauricr and a few others 
against tlie interference of the churcli 
in i)olitical affairs in some little way 
removed the bann. lJut tlioy might l)e 
struggling on, as they were then, far in 
the rear of the i)olitical goal to-da}' had 
it not been for tlie arrival of Mr. Mer- 
cier on tlu; scene. So strong were tlie 
Conservativ(!S in Quebec in tlusso days 
that Mr. Chapleau, wlio is the real Tory 
leader there, was taken to Ottawa anil 
given a place in the caljinet along witii 
.SirHector Langcvin. From thatdayMr. 
Mercior had really no strong opponent. 
Liice Mr. Chaploau he was popular witli 
liie habitant, and like the Secretary of 
State he was not Over, scrupulous, lis 
long as he got there. But at all event's 
this change was the first break in the 
Conservative ranks of the Province 
which seemed to be iniiin.'guablc. Tlien 
came the great liicl cry, which Mr. 
Mercier and his followers, and for that 
of it a very largo majority of tlie Do- 
minion representatives of that Pro- 
vince, quicKlv look hold of. I'he meet- 
ing on tlie Ciiaiii]) do Mars 
and the tlireateniiig message of tiie 
(lorernment if the culprit at Uijgina 
was to ba hanged, !ire now all matters 
of history. Tlie Nationalist jiarty was 
then formeil and they joiiK^d sides for 
the greater part with Mr. Mercier. .'Vt 
any rate the general (de(^tion four years 
iig() saw Mr. Mercier better than tie 
both. Conservatives and Nationalists. 
A gdotl Natiijiiialist Avas moved to the 
chair when the House met and this de- 
cided the issue, leaving tho Govern- 
, m6nt with a majority of about eighteen, 
including Nationalists anil LHierals.

a NOVEL IDEA. 



A Ship Captain Bits on a Way to Light a 
Slilp's Hold. 

Captain A. F. Spear has a knack of 
using his brains in his work, and in 
more than one instance has jiatented 
devices of great value in the stevedor- 
ing ljusiness. Columbus, it is said, 
took the conceit out of the wise men of 
his day by showing them how to make 
an egg stand on its end. Ho simply 
smasned tho end and the egg stood up. 
The problem Captain Spear had to 
solve was how to light, the lower hold 
of a vessel without introducing lire of 
any kind, and his metl^o^ wi^ i quite, as 
simple as the one 0<)lumt(n9JlU!^4]to 
make the egg stand. When tho hat- 
ches arc off the light comes down the 
hold in a shaft the size of thehatehwav, 
hut does not deflect, and leaves the hold 
fore and aft the hatchway in dee]) 
gloom. To obviate this tlie captain 
secured a piece of white enamel cloth 
with a polished surface on it thatsliines 
like porcelain. This clotli is attaelied 
to the hatchway and the lower end is 
stretched over a stick and by strings is 
brought forwaril at an angle and tied 
to any* convenient beam. The light 
coming down the hatch strikes the piece 
of white and is reflected from it so that 
in thefwrtliest coruer.of tho.hold there 
is aniple light to- work by* • even on a 
dark and rainy day. The ship riorehco 
which had a general cargo, including 
case oil, making It dangerous to have 
candles in the hold' was discharged in 
this way without o'.her light and part of 
the time the weather was vorv gloomy. 
Tho Guardian now nt^arly discharged 
at Mission street, has also been unload- 
ed by this reflected light, and as she 
had a cargo of nitrate; the necessity for 
care with liglit needs no explanation. 
VVheat can be loaded by this light as 
well as cargo can be discharged and its 
use doubth\ss would have prev(uited 
some of the disasteroiis fires that li.ive 
occurred in wheat cargoes in the past, 
man.v of which were hoyoiid question 
due to carelessness with' lighted can- 
dles. The material costs but a trifle, 
less than a box of candles, and the ile- 
vice is one that underwriters will do 
well to inspect, as its adoption, and the 
Captain has not endeavored to patent 
it, will tend to the safety of the shij), 
and cargo when beingstowed or broken 
out.— S. F. Shipping Exchange.

THE L.\W OF LIHEL. 



By au amenilmont iniule iii thehiw of 
libel three years ago, says the Globe, 
a person who sues a newspaper pub- 
lisher for libel maybe compelled to give 
security for the cost of thi.s action. The 
object of this enactment is to protect 
pablishers against deadbeats, who wish 
to blackmail them, and lawyers who 
are too anxious to piclv u]) ca.se.s. It is 
a good provision so far it goes, but it 
does not go far enougli. At pre.seut tlie 
newspaper publisher must prove tliut 
he is likely to be mulcted in costs even 
if the plaintifT should fail. The onus 
ought to be shifted; the plaintiff should 
lie coiupclkHl to give .soeurity for costs 
uiioii entoriuf^ tb«; uction. Tlio jiulge 
should bo allowed to exorcise auoh dis- 
' cretiou to the amount of security as 
would protect liou'est but needy suitors. 
Such a provision would do no injus- 
tice to per.'^ons coinplaiuing of libels, 
and would be an additional protection 
to honest pul)lishurs. The fact is tlic 
judges are not inlcrprcting the law ac- 
coniiug to the intention of the Legisla; 
ture, and so far as that intention is 
violated it is to the ineonveiiienco, lo.ss 
;uid injury of newspaper publishei's. A 
law of tlie kind proposed by the Gloljc 
would not come amiss in this Province. 
A year ago lust winter Mr. Higgins 
introduced a bill lo ;imoii(l tiie libel 
act, an eminently fail' one, but it was 
too advanced for the House as it was 
fhus .constituted. It is to be hoped 
that in the coming session of the House 
some one of the new monil)ers will be 
able to pluck up courage enough to 
introduce a l)ill of the import al)<)ve set 
forth by tlie Glol)e. ft doe.s not :ippear 
as lliough we need hope for anj' sensi- 
ble legislation on>the question from old 
members. i ,- ..; 



AN OBJECTIONABLE APPLICA- 
TION OF SIN(iEE TAX. 

The pojuilar impression in this town 
was that the Caniuliau Westeru Hotel 
is being built in response to the demand 
lot more hotel aecoinmodations, on 
Uusiness principles, in fact. It v.'ould 
appear, however, according to Mr. E. 
M. Johnson, tliiiLsuch is not tin; case. 
A most casual perusal of his letler to 
the city fathers reveals the fact that 
"public spirit" is at the boUom-of the 
enterprise, that certain prominent eitiz- 
ens.imbued witli the philanthi'oi)ic idea 
that everybody who risils this city 
should be properly lodged and feil,li;iv(' 
"chipped in" a portion of their surplus 
earnings toward the building of tlie 
hotel without the hope of reiu.mipense 
in the shape of dividends. This is ;i 
revelation, indeed. It (hjes iiiliiiite 
iTcdil to tlu! lieat'ls of the g(!nt!emeii 
(including the .Seciclary,) who have so 
sinbpcribed, although, with reference to 
f%^r heads as much,' alas, cannot be 
said. It shows tlnit with ;ill Ihc f^ross 
inatcrialiiiin of llie lime.' Iliat lici-c in 
Victoria, at least, disinli'restedness is 
still ;i jiriuie factor, in lli(! Ininiaii com- 
position, that it is really stronger ami 
more active in its disposition to en- 
lianee tlie value of tli(! .James liiiy mini 
Hats lh;ui it is to (uig;ige in heartlessly 
money making cuilerprises like the 
.Saaiiich railway. Hut it is Huuecessaiy 
to dwell on these features of 
the case. The stock holders 
in lh(! (Janadiaii Western hotel are 
modes! uKui. In all niattors of pun? 
benevolence they pref-jr to keep their 
left hands in Ignorance of '.what' tlieir 
right hands are doing. In the Vnattei- 
of the romis.sion of taxes, however, tbai 
is quite another thing. lOxeinptions of 
this kind are quite the rage with r(>l'er- 
ence to benevolent enterprises, but in 
this particular case, and esjiccially in 
in view of the attitude of tlie Colonisi 
in the matter of single tax, the remis- 
sion of taxes would esUiblisli a danger- 
ous ])recedent. Hknkv (iiconct; would 
nottax improvements. TheColonisi dis- 
sents from this view, and judging of the 
shareholders in the Canadian Western 
they endorse its philosophy. Whatllien 
is I he raanife.st duty of the city council ? 
Shall they grant the boon so patheti- 



cally asked for by the Secretary of the 
Canadian Western Boner.btont Society, 
orsiiall they, in defetohce-t1» what the 
Colonist preaches, ignore it and lot 
matters take tlieir course? If the city 
council would make its peace with the 
Colonist they will .decline to remit 
one solitary dollar of taxes and 
water fees. 'J'hey will fuitlier Inild 
that every tub must .stand on its own 
bottom, that coucessions granl.iid tlu; 
Canadian Western would entitle others 
to concessions .sithilar in cliaracter. 
None in this city hav(! a higher a))pre- 
eiation of the. enterprising spirit which 
is at the bottom of the Canadian West- 
ern hotel than the Times. The 'J'i.mks 
wishes the venture the greatest possible 
success, is sure, in fact, that it will be 
a success. But subsidies and other 
forms of concessions have been run in 
the ground in this city, and to grant 
the demand of the Canadian Western 
would be to pave the wa3' to throw- 
ing the weight of taxation where it 
does not belong. If wo are to have 
single tax, let us lia\'c it so that every- 
body will bu bcnelittcd. What is sauce 
for the goose is sauce for the gandor. 

But Mr. McKeon's letter to his 
Worship and the Board of Alderiucn 
is a better argument argainsl the re- 
niission of the taxes in question than 
we have adduced. We recommend it 
to the careful perusal of the Board of 
Aldermen 



SELLINC; BRAINS. 



When the lirst of July shall have ar- 
rived, .Mr. .Edwabd FAbbBk, now of 
the Toronto Mail, will assume the posi- 
tion of chief editorial writer on the 
(ilobe. The chief, or perhaps we shoukl 
say, the interesting significance of Mr. 
Fakiiek's exchange to the (ilolje is, 
that it having been the policy of the 
Mail to belabor Mr. Mowat ou the 
back in fierce opposition to him, Mr. 
Fakkeh, consonant with the Globe's 
policy, ntust now pat the great ex- 
ponent of civil rights ou the back, per- 
fect love taps as it were, in approval of 
his attitude on the great question which 
is agitating Ontario. The Hamilton 
Spectator, .lUuding to the announce- 
ment of Mr. Fakugk's abandonment of 
the Mail, says: 

"The one thing which strikes the 
average reader is the fact that some 
journalists can transfer their services 
from one paper to another, and from 
one partv to another as easily as they 
change their coats. Mr. Farr(U' wrote 
Conservative and protectionist arti(des 
for the Mail when that journal was 
Conservative: lu; has written anti-Con- 
servative and anti-protectionist arti- 
cles since it ceased to be Conservative. 
Ho has written Eciual Rights articles 
for the Mail duriiig the past two or 
three years: he will now \vrite as 
strongly against Equal Kights. Ho has 
with great ability and candor con- 
demned the Mowat Government: he 
will now with equal ability and candor 
support it. 1 

"There is something revolting iu the 
notion that a writer is one ready to 
sell his pen to the highest bidder, iis if 
he wer(! a carter on the street. If it 
comes lo be understood that the opin- 
ions one reads are not the outcome of 
conviction, but ;ire manufactured to 
order like a pair of shoes, what weight 
will newspaper opinions have?" 

This, indeed It, putting the case 
stronglj'. It should seem that a man 
having once taken up the cudgel with 
respect to some particidar and import- 
ant question of state craft, would lind 
it inconvenient if not embaiTassing to 
reverse liis attitude. Uesides, it would 
appear, that so um'quii'oral a shifting of 
positions as is illustrated in the ease of 
Mr. Farrek should discredit him as an 
oracle. The fact of the matter is, how- 
ever, :ill questions have two sides ami 
both, usually, are founded on some 
fundauicutal featiirt! of truth The 
versatile man has no dilliciilty in tr:ins- 
ferring himself to either side as circ.um- 
stances require, and as brains are, just 
as much a merchantable commodity as 
muscle, wlieiHM! should a newsjiaper 
writer who reverses kis opinions at I he 
behest of his employer be regarded a 
worse -mercenary; : than the . carpenter 
wlib builds a house not according to his 
i(l(;a but in conformance with the com- 
mand of-the contractor. Furthermore, 
it is dillicill lo undnrstand why a writer 
shoidd be discredited under the cir- 
cumstances. The truth is the truth wiii^- 
theritftillsfroin the .lips of^au imp, or 
from'a saint. The deSdl quoting Scrij)- 
tiire shocks tin; senslbiliti(!s of very 
many good jieoiile, but is Scri})ture to j 
be repudiatetl on thai account? "AVliat 
is truth," asked Pii.ateV May we not 
all ask that question to-day? Dare any 
of us affirm t^at we have found il ? Who 
can afford to dogmatize? ^Vitli respoi^t 
to coiu^rete niattcM's it is undeniable that 
the sliortesi dislanee l)etwi'(Mi two 
lioints is (expressed by a straight line. 
That two and two make four is a^on- 
cretefact. Canadian politics, imfortuu- 
ately, do not permit of this {■{U'litiKbi of 
domon.stration. Marshall as many 
truths as you ma.y in resp(H't lo a given 
liolilieo moral mailer the s(!ii.se of con- 
vi(rtion is disturbed with I he thought 
that the other side is perhaps able I o 
meet you with forcep equally as numer- 
ous ami as stubborn of n'sistiince, II 
is thus, |u-obably, tbat Mr. FAliltlcu re- 
gards the situation. He has found lluil 
between two sides nicely balanced in 
point of fundamental truths that a man 
may employ the casuistic faculty with- 
out reforence to private convictions and 
without impinging on his self ivisjiect. His 
is a case of lh(( (uii|)loynient of pun; 
r('ason. J'rcjudice niusi stand aside. 
One side as good as the other logicwilly

If it be :idinitlL'd that the respect' 
ive'polieios of tlie Mail and tfie Globe 
are each reputable, no dishonor can 
attach to the writer who transfers from 
one lo the other. The moral of the 
thing is that tlui shield lias two siiles.

to forget in their mad rage lo have 
things their own way.

The public debt of the Australian 
colonics amounts to one hundred and 
seveuty-livc million pounds sterlings 
while the entire population— white, 
black, Maori, and Chinese — numbers 
four million. 

In New Zealand a Mormon conven- 
tion has just (dosed its sittings, at which 
it was olliciall.T reported that ther(^ iire 
three thousand Mormons in that eoloim',' 
and that five hundred converts were 
made during the ])ast year. 

DGeiicral Laurie's efl'orts to explain 
his extra mileage grab to his constitii- 
erts are not satisfactory. He held a 
public meeting at Clark's harbor on 
Monday week, but was pelted with 
quedioiis to such an extent that he li.td 
lo abai.ulou the idatform. 

Nolan island has risen or sunk from 
sight in the Pacilie Ocean for thirty- 
four years, and geologists say that na- 
ture is resting for a future mighty 
efl'ort. An English geologist predicts 
that within lifty years a convulsion of 
nature will sink the whole of New Zea- 
land lifty feet below the surface of the

Whenever any citizen of prominence 
visits the cities of tlie United States, he 
is sure to be interviewed by the ulii- 
quitous reporter, and the lirst question 
put to him.iDTatiably is, "Whiit is the 
feeling in Catiada regarding aiinoa- 
tiou?" This experience was repeated 
in the ease of Mr. Mowat, Premier of 
Ontario, the other day when he was in 
Rochester, N. Y. His answer was that 
there was no sentiment iu Canada in 
favor of annexation. The election of 
Mr. Sol Wuitk, ho said, was not to be 
taken as indicating a desire for il, since 
that gentleman had become an ailvoeate 
of independence. If ever a change does 
come, Mir. Mowat assured the reporter, 
it will beiridopendence from Great Brit- 
tain, not annexation to the United 
States. 

There has just arrived in England a 
collecti(m of most valuable iiiscrilied 
cuneiform tablets from ancient Baby- 
lonia. These docinnents are at pre- 
sent of very great value, iis it is doubt- 
fid if under the present .ittitiule of the 
Porte any further consignments will be 
allowed to come to England. The col- 
lection consists of documents of a com- 
mercial and leg.al as well as a fiscal 
character, varying from about B. C. 
2,800 down to about two centuries lic- 
fore the Christian era. Many of these 
inscriiJtions arc of the curious envelope 
cla.ss — that is, one copy of the deed 'was 
written and enclosed in a clay envelope 
upon which a second copy is written. 
One pair of tablets dating about B. C. 
2,200, reveal to ns the curious fact that 
there were in Babylon at that time a 
class of men employed as agents to ob- 
tain children to be adopted by wealthy 
citizens who had no family. The men 
received a regular commis.sion both 
from the parents and from those who 
adopted the infant. 

A great sensation in educational cir- 
cles has been eau.sod in England by the 
publication of the mathematical tripos 
at Cambridge University. The success 
of the fem.ale students has been pheno- 
menal. The highest educational honor 
yet won by woinnn lias been gained by 
MissPiiiLLiiM'A FAWCETr,aged twenty- 
two, who is bracketed superior to the 
senior wrangler. Previous to thi.s, the 
lirst place was occuiiied by Miss Ham. 
SAV. who was senior wrangler in Liu; 
classical Irijios in 1887, and sec(Uid by 
Miss ScoT-r. who was eighlli iiiatlieniat- 
ical wrangler in 1880. The formiu- has 
since married the master of .Trinity 
College, Cambridge, and the latter is a 
lirofossor in an American university. 
In adililion to Miss Fawcktt's wonder- 
ful achievement, two ladies ligurc! iu Iht: 
list of wranglers, ten are siuiior op- 
tiraes, and four are junior oiitimes. No 
women failed to pass, but six men failed 
completel y.

the value of his lot until it has reached a 
satisfactory price through their ellorts, 
when tli(! speculator sells out and poc- 
kets the coin. lUil it may be asked 
why should the Colonist object to a 
system so manifestly just as this. Lis- 
ten workiugmen, the Colonist caries as 
much for you and your intere.sts as yoii 
do for la.st year's roses. It considers 
3'ou dangerous when you band voiir- 
selvcs tngetlu'r to better your condition 
either sociallyorijolitically, i^d if th.eir 
crooked clforts of the ])ast few weeks 
are successful in preventing you from 
investigating and satisfying yoiu'selves 
of the justice of the single t.ax system, 
their object is thus far accom- 
plished. Listen once more, take a 
look over the advertising columns of 
the Colonist, see those "huge" real 
estate ads,, those two, three and four 
hundred dollar a month .afTairs, and 
thou you will understand wlij' the 
Colonist kicks so viciously.

'riie twenty-one Jajjancse prisoners, 
who wen; brought up from the scene of 
the late riot on the South Arm, by Mr. 
Moresby, lined up before the Justice of 
the Peace Capt, Pittendrigh, in tlic 
Westminster police ^ court Tuesday 
morning, to answer to a serious' charge 
under the Riot Act. The Japanese 
consul, who came over fi'om Vancou- 
ver to.Jioo,k.„after the interests of his 
countiCTmen'jii; the niattei-, obtained a 
remand iii tfie case, whieh was granted 
until Wednesday, when thev will lie 
committed to be 'dealt with in' a higher 
pourt. The penalty for rioting is from 
four years to life iniprisoumenl in tlie 
penitentiary.

The police com- 
mittee had made enquiries in reference 
to the matter, and had found that none 
of the reports could he substantiated by 
facts, as it was all hearsay. He did not 
think it right that the police should be 
charged with aiiliug and abetting gam- 
bling, because no proof had been forth- 
coming. The ])olice committee would 
give in a rejiort in another week on the 
matter. He could say, however, that 
the police were faithful and did all tlicy 
could. 

Aid. Wilson replied that ho knew that 
gamlpling had been going on, as he Inul 
seen it. W(!re he chairman of the iiolice 
committee ho would see that it was 
stoppeil. The police had power to enter 
any liouse where they suspected ganib 
ling liad been going on, and to make 
seizures. He knew, no matter what 
laws were .made, that gambling was 
going on, but boys should not be allow- 
ed to enter those places. He did not 
believe that the present police force 
was working for the law-abiding citi- 
zens, and the piiblio had a right to de- 
mand that the policO/'Woyfc.for the citv. 

The Mayor pointed out that the pub- 
lic and the board did not seem to be 
aware that a rule existed in the city 
debarring anv police ollieor from enter- 
ing a saloon while on duty. Those peo- 
ple who complained had "their remedy, 
they could lodge an information if they 
wished. It was hardly fair to blame 
the police in the matter, a.s it was well 
known that the gamblers were always 
on the alert, and at tho slightest scent 
of danger, proofs were covered up. 

Aid. Wilson thought the bead of tho 
police should look after the matter. 

The mayor believed that both the 
superintendent and sergeant did all 
they eoiild to procure evidence. 

Aid. McKillican, declared he could 
bring forward witnesses who would 
sweai' tp . having seen five tables with 
games . running in one room, with 
crowds around. 

Aid. Wilson explained that had the 
press not taken the matter up, proof 
suniciciit would have been forthcoming. 

.SIDEWALKS. 

Aid. McKillican spoke of the fact 
that the street coinuiittee bad been em- 
powered to place an approach to 
Trounce avenue, but a measly lot of 
macadam had been laid instead of a 
solid walk. He thought this was very 
small, as a good deal had been spoilt 
by private parties making a line walk, 
and it should be given a good aj)- 
proacli. 

Aid. Harrison said the matter was 
to be attended to at pnce, and a suitable 
approach made. ',- .• .• , ;
